Shee>s Skin; Fur it's too hard for thee ro wage war againſt the free 
minintꝛtion of the ſpirit of Ged; for he will nor be tyed to your 
forme net confined to your heute. glaſſes, or watches; nor will not 
at all be limited by this confuſed esretous Came. like, gain-ſayrmg 
dandereus ſpirit, which lodgerh, and liveth in your invented tra- 
ditionall will- worſhip; which ſpirit in thee S. A. hath begun with 
a lye, and continued thy Diſecutſe with ec nfuſed, and unjuſt reter- 
tines; and thy teſtiweny againſt ns, is but ſoch 2ncther, as cheirs 
was. who id, the fellow ſaid I am able te deſtreg he Temple of God, 
Sec. Mit. 26 £0.51. ard this I ay upon the. A, in the pre ſerce 
of the dreadfall God of Heaven and Earth that then art a lyar, a 
falle aceuſir, and t falſe witnefe againfi the innocent and guilelefle,

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teflefing chat upon nt, which thou neither daft, nor einſt prove; 
God forbid, it were better for u to dye, if it were ſo: bus we know 
our innoteney, Which will cleate us in the fight of God, when theſe 
thy ſnares will ſetter thyne own fect. And & for lem Hereticks, 
or obſtinate in a falſe beliefe, this is utterly falſe ; for we are willing 
to give accomnt of our Faith ; and we doe appeale to God, the 
jadge of all, and to every mans eonſcience in his fight, and to 
the teſtimonies of the ſaints vis, the Seriptares, for any 
ching chat we hold. And thou S. A. that teacheth for the fleece, 
and filthy lucre, and is found thus lying and flandering, bath no- 
ching to doe with TH; Por Titus did not make 4 gane of people, as 
thou dof? ; ſee 2 Cor. 13. 28. butthon art ſound a lyar, faifly, and 
envioufly acaufing the inn-cenc. 30 thou art not found in the ſpĩ- 
tit of ody admonitien, bat in wrath, and in the ſpitit of wiltnll 
corternpt againſt the innocent, with whom thou can have no fel- 
lewſhip, neither doe we defire it in that nature. And whereas then 
ta us Selfe condemned perſons, here thou contradifts thine own 
accuſaricon, who ranks ws wp with the P apiſts in [eife-juftification ; and 
no again calls us, ſeife-condemned perſons, I pitty thy ſad condition, 
unſtable ſoule, thou art a wandring Rar, to whom the mii of dark- 
neſſe is reſerved for ever, except then repent.
